other than heart disease. But 
to stick to hearts, "organic" 
means that something is phy- 
sically wrong with the organ 
itself — a valve may have been 
damaged by rheumatic .fever; 
the heart may be enlarged be- 
cause of prolonged high blood 
pressure; there may be chang- 
es due to toxic thyroid; 
or 


damage from a blood clot 
which has clogged the heart ar- 
tery. 


Congenital heart disease is 


organic. That is, the patient 
has been born with some de- 
fect. 


The other type of trouble is 


functional, meaning that the or- 
gan itself is not damaged, but 
doesn't function correctly. Ex- 
amples could be an overly-rap- 
id'heart beat often seen in cer- 
tain nervous, anxious people; 
or palpitations due to causes 
ranging from anxiety to exces- 
sive use of coffee or tobacco. 
In the armed forces, doctors 
found neuro-circulatory disor-i 
ders. That is, the circulation 
!.was disturbed because of some 
, upset in the nervous control of 
the arteries. 
i 


While these various function- 


al disorders aren't caused by 
any deformity of the organ it-| 
self, they are very real to the 
patient. 


Severity Varies 


Now we'll go back to organic 


heart disease. It means some- 
thing is physically changed in 
the heart — but you can't judge 
until you know how severe the 
individual case is. A "cut on thei 


hand" can mean anything from 
a casual nick of a finger to a 
j>lash that almost severs it. 
That is true of organic heart 
disease, too. 


A valve may have been dam- 


aged by rheumatic fever — but 
the degree of damage is what 
counts. Some people have such 
a mild case that they don't 
need to do anything except take 
pains not to impose too much 
strain on the heart. Others can 
have a severe case, with the 
valve badly damaged, and be 
invalids. Some of these people 
find that heart surgery can do 
wonders for them. 


The heart may be somewhat 


enlarged, yet make no signifi- 
cant difference in their lives at 
all. Or there may be extreme 
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enlargement, or some other de- 
fect, that require prolonged 
treatment. 


So, you see. in spite of all I 


can tell you, you'll still hav« to 
find out from your brother how 
severe his trouble is, and what 
type it is. So let's just hope 
that his answer comes back 
explaining that he is .one of 
those people with only mod- 
erate trouble thai can be kept 
nicely under control. There are 
thousands and thousands like 
that.

move 
radioactive 
strontium 


from the body was described 
today to the nation's chemists. 


This material could be the 


forerunner of a series of com- 
pounds to rid humans and ani- 
mals of other dangerous fall- 
out products'. Conceivably these 
things might be built into the 
diet as a kind of insurance 
against radiation damage. 


The anti-strontium compound 


was described in a paper given 
before the America Chemical 
society by Arthur Lindenbaum 
of the Argonne National labor- 
atory at Lemont, 111. Linden- 
baum and two colleagues de- 
veloped and tested it. 


Radioactive strontium, the 


most feared element in fallout, 
is considered dangerous be- 
cause it makes its way into the 
bones and can give off radia- 
tion for scores of years after- 
ward. It is a possible cause of 
cancer and other diseases. 


The compound which can 


pick this hazardous element out 
of living bone and other body 
parts is a tasteless yellow dye 
called rhodizonate. It latches 
onto strontium atoms and the 
two substances together form 
an insoluble compound which 
can be eliminated in body 
waste. 


Another chemical called tet- 


rahydroxyquinone has similar 
abilities. This and rhodizonate 
may become the starting ma- 
terials for a whole group of 
anti-radiation compounds.

Youthful Automobile Drivers 


Thirty-four Wisconsin motorists, includ- 


ing one woman, were convicted of negligent 
homicide list yemr. Because it is mandatory 
under the law, they all lost their drivers' 
licenses for one year. Twelve were sen- 
tenced to terms in the county jail ranging 
from 60 days to one-year, one was sen- 
tenced to the Reformatory for a year and 
one for four years. Fourteen were placed on 
probation for periods ranging from six 
months to three years.

The state also penalizes the 
youthful driver by its rules which bring 
3 bout a suspension of the younger driver 
for a lesser offense than is the case for 
an older driver.

the insurance companies probably would do 
better if more of them encouraged careful 
driving among the youngsters by refunding 
a part of the premium for good driving 
records.

Tips on Bonsai, Japanese Arf 
Of Growing Dwarfed Trees 


BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


For centuries the Japanese 


have been practicing the art 
of Bonsai, and some of their 
dwarfed trees have outlived 
many generations of owners. 
. When the trees have reached 
the ultimate in under-potting 
and near-starvation, they may 
require watering two or three 
times a day, which is more 
trouble than most of us care to 
go to. But if you want to dwarf 
trees in authentic fashion, you 
can obtain several fine books 
on the subject. If you'd rather 
do it the easy, modern way, 
here are a few tips: 


First, don't try to start your 


trees from seed. Some varie- 
ties may take up to three years 
to germinate, and raising the 
seedlings, if and 
when they 


finally appear, is a tricky busi- 
ness. Since shape is everything, 
try to find a native seedling 
that has been bent or storm- 
damaged in infancy, like the 
maple shown here, or buy im- 
perfect small evergreens from 
a nursery. One nursery used to 
feature their damaged stock as 
Bonsai material. 


; Then prune the roots to about 
one-half, pot the tree in rather 
poor soil in as small a pot as 
possible, and shape the top if 
necessary. It is best if you do 
not give plant food to dwarfed 
trees, but if you feel they need 
something, be very sparing in 
its use. 


Deciduous Types 


If you are growing deciduous 


trees, they should be allowed to 
spend their dormant period in 
the outdoor garden. When late 
fall comes, I transfer mine to 
plain clay pots and plunge them 
in the soil next to the house, 
where they are easier to re-j 


duce interestingly- misshapen 
growth.
